WINNER OF 6 STATE & REGIONAL AWARDS 
NATIONAL LIBRARY WEEK NEWS, April 8-14, 


by Elizabeth N. Neilson 

The Board of Trustees of the Wilmington Pub- 
lic Library has agreed with other town offie- 
ials that the Town should acquire the old St 
Thomas property on Middlesex Ave for use as a 
library. The Board has asked civie organiza- 
tions to support the artic relating to the 
purchase which will appear in the warrant for 
the special town meeting on April 30. 

The quick decision was made after hearing 
the news reported by Selectman Brooks at the 
March 28 meeting of the Library Board and after 
inspection of the property March 31 in company 
with the Building Inspector. Selectman Brooks 


reported that the Archdiocese had decided to 
give the Tow first refusal on the property, at 
what he considered a most attractive price. The 
Board of Selectmen and other town officials had 
already considered the offer, and recommended 
the purchase. Ile asked whether the Library 
Board would recommend that the Town make the 
purchase with a view to obtaining larger quar- 
ters for the Library. The Building Inspector 
had found the building strneturally sound. 

The question of future use of the present 
building was not discussed at all. The present 
building 1s town-omed, and was not acquired as 
a bequest. Whether the Historical Society might 
request use of the premises for housing acqui- 
sitions and for a small auditorium or meeting 
room restricted to cultural activities, and 
whether the Library Board would recommend such 
use if the request were made, is still neces- 
sarily in the realm of pure speculation.
